MOUNTAINS ON VENUS. 

A Germaq Astronomer Claims to 
Have Discovered Them. 

We seem to be getting on familiar 
terms with neighboring worlds. With 
Mars and its intricate system of ca¬ 
nals, if not its netual inhabitants, 
thanks to the delicate investigations of 
late years, everybody is pretty well ac¬ 
quainted. Now Herr Arendt, who is a 
German, and, therefore, not a trlfler, 
announces the discovery of mountains 
on Venus To observers hitherto the 
planet lias seemed wrapped in an im¬ 
penetrable envelope of cloud, which, 
when near the earth, is tlie cause of 
its astonishing brilliancy; but Herr 
Arendt, who has had the instruments 
of the Urania observatory at Berlin 
to work with, considers that he has 
detected markings on Venus which in¬ 
dicate the presence of great eleva¬ 
tions, seen from time to time through 
the clouds surrounding it. 

Novel as the suggestion is. it Is but 
a revival of an, old idea. Long ago 
Schroter fancied lie saw evidence of 
mountains on Venus iu the raggedness 
of tlie terminator—that is, the line 
where light and shade meet, such as 
the inner line of the crescent moon. 
He went so far as to measure them, 
and announced that they were twen¬ 


ty-five miles high. But then no one 
had believed him. Markings have been i 
noticed on the bright planet from very 
early times, from which it was con- 
eluded that it rotated in about twen¬ 
ty-four hours, its day being the same j 
length as our own. Herr Arendt’s ob¬ 
servations point to the same results. 
In direct contradiction to Schiapar¬ 
elli’s famous theory that Venus, held 
by tidal influence, always turns the 
same face to the sun, as the moon does 
to the earth—London Globe.

Whooping Cough. — A physician 
named Leureaux announces that lie 
has discovered the serum of whooping 
cough, which is injected under the 
■kin in the abdominal region. The 
first effects are apparent about forty- 
eight hours after the Inoculation. The 
serum produces early cessation of the 
coughing fits and a great diminution 
of the normal period of Illness. If the 
injection is made immediately on the 
manifestation of the usual symptomg^j 
the malady can be cured in eight orj 
ten days. The usual course is from a 
six to eight weeks. 

Gout.— This distressing complaint 
does not arise, as is popularly sup¬ 
posed, from high-living, but is fully as 
common in the beer drinker as iu the 
champagne, and .besides it Is more 
likely to occur among the poorer class¬ 
es, on account of their surroundings. 
Treatment Is as follows: Soak the toe 
in hot water night and morning and 
apply an ointment of lchthyol one 
ounce, lanollne three ounces. Every 
three hours take a teaspoonful In a 
wine glass full of water of the follow¬ 
ing: Iodide of potash, one-half ounce; 
wine of colchium seed, one-half ounce; 
fluid extract of stillingia, one ounce; 
compound syrup of sarsaparilla, six 
ounces. At meals take a five-grain 
tablet of citrate of lithia in a glass t 
of water. | 

Gluttony.—We all eat more than we 
require. In a most primitive state of 
society meals were more irregular and 
the amount of food tallied more with 
the efforts expended in obtaining it. 
Now we eat because it is a meal time. 
Too many of us eat not by rule but to 
repletion, while probably all of us eat 
again before we are really hungry. 
Day after day a little more is taken 
than is used and this excess disturbs 
the liver, teases the stomach or leads 
to torpor, or sometimes is put by iu 
the form of fat. Thus we never have 
opportunity of striking a proper bal¬ 
ance between Intake and output un¬ 
less we follow the wise maxim of the 
church and fast once a week—not 
merely abstain from the mere tooth¬ 
some delicacies but fasting honestly 
even to emptiness and discomfort.

in a form easily traceable. Pattie 
Williams Gee, of New York City, has 
designed a system of links and tablets 
which is practically limitless as to 
length and number of names which 
may be recorded, an illustration of I he 
Idea being presented herewith. In 
tracing a direct line the tablets are 
connected one to the next by small 
rings or links, the branches being indi¬ 
cated by additional records attached 
at intervals around the tablet. One 
tablet of individual shape is provided 
to make prominent the owner’s name, 
and each record contains a space for 
the main facts of the person's history. 
If desired, a card system can be used 
lp addition, a number on each tablet 
referring to a corresponding card, 
where a complete history iu detail 
cqn be recorded.

That man is the exception who 
jias not been cut to pieces and mended 
up again. There are a dozen schools 
of healing for every disease. One phy¬ 
sician attacks the liver, another the 
bone, a third the skin. They assail 
you with drugs, with heat, cold, mud, 
magnetism and prayer. They lock 
you up in a box and bake you, or turn 
a swarm of bees in on you, or bathe 
you in purple light. 

So much do we care for the body. 
But who cures the hurt soul? What 
patent medicine will dry tears? 

You have worked hard and honestly 
to life, perhaps, and suddenly you are 
struck down on the road and thrown 
aside—a failure. Or the being dearest 
to you, your wife or the boy who was 
flesh of your flesh, your one care and 
hope in life, is dead—was put out of 
your sight, yesterday, in that cut in 
the muddy ground yonder. Never to 
come back home—never to speak to 
you or touch you again. What are you 
to do? The hours and days and years 
must creep on and on before you can 
go to him. Or perhaps the hurt is not 
a vital stab like that, but some mean, 
belittling shame, some vulgar disgrace 
that has fallen on you by no faults of 
youmu You think that you never shall 
lift your head or look your friends In 
the eyes again.

kitchens meant only for cooking, or 
the inconveniences of overcrowded 
apartment-house laundries, and still. 
Madam complains if her shirt waist 
sleeves are wrinkled. 

Modern laundries are. above all 
things, hygienic. Cleanliness is their 
profession, and it is illustrated in their 
surroundings. Cleanliness cannot be 
preserved without the most thorough 
laws of system. The best of good sense, 
business acumen and twentieth century 
ingenuity is being put forth with this 
profession. No detail too minute is 
overlooked that will add in the least 
to the saving of labor or time. A 
slight example of attention to detail 
was unconsciously shown recently In 
a successful laundry. The manager, 
foreman and two or three assistants 
wore crowded around a funny little 
box-shaped mnchlne and a diminutive 
hour glass was being carefully watched, 
to mark the exact time certain shirts 
should He in this miniature hotroom. 
The subject of their deep considera¬ 
tion was the required dampness of the 
clothes which enwrapped the shirts so 
that they would be properly moistened, 
doing away with the unuulform and 
time-taking process of sprinkling. 

A machine that Is dainty In detail 
Is now used to round the corners of 
collars. Other machines finish the 
edges, still others crease tire bands, but 
the office of this one is simply to mois¬ 
ten and round the corners, because It 
makes a collar more corfortable and 
wears better. 

There is a late invention—a button¬ 
hole stretcher—a contrivance to mois¬ 
ten the buttonholes and stud-eyeleta 
of shirts, so that they are not so stiff 
and will open more easily. 

A shirt goes through a tremendously 
careful process in its bathing. No 
more so than a cuff, though, or a collar. 
Different attendants or masseuses 
watch them through the various stages, 
then a doctor Inspectress takes them 
in hand in the end to look them critic¬ 
ally over and see that they are sound 
and beautiful In every particular.

In 
other words, the alert American must have depicted in his 
cartoon the very traits of character that have made him 
what he is—the quickest and brightest of men. 
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W ASHING clothes, according to 
cultured and enlightened meth¬ 
ods of the day, Is indeed a 
science. There is more thnn the usual 
difference between the wrong and the 
right way in this seemingly common¬ 
place function-—additional evidence of 
the power of education. The best exam¬ 
ples of modern laundries would seem 
to have reached a limit of perfection 
ln the way of Improvement. But laun¬ 
drymen are a cheerful, enthuslsastlc 
lot, who do not pause at a little pleasur¬ 
able booming on their own account, 
and they say nothing lias been done ln 
comparison witli what will be accom¬ 
plished in the next few years.

CAPITAL AND LABOR SHOULD AGREE. 

By United States Senator Manna. 

§ Organization of capital has come to 
stay. Just as organized labor has come 
to stay, and for the same reason—it is 
necessary. You cannot separate the in¬ 
terests of capital and labor. If it Is 
good for one to be organized for nny 
purpose, it is good for the other for the 
same reason. They are both good and 
necessary as applied to our conditions 
to-day and our development for the fu¬ 
ture. The combination of capital has 
m. a. hanna. brought to our industrial institutions 
greater economic results; it lias brought an increase in 
trade and higher wages to the laborer. As capital is or¬ 
ganized and produces beneficial results, labor, which was 
organized many years before, will be the first to feel and 
recognize its effects. W’e must strive to bring the different 
factions together upon the ground that both sides want to 
do what is right. 

In its early days organized labor went upon the theory 
that the only way to settle labor difficulties was to strike, 
but it is my theory that It is becoming recognized that 
there is a better way to settle such differences. My theory is 
that if you bring men together in a way to make thorn 
know each other and if you appeal to the head an.il tlie 
heart you establish n bond between the two factions that 
cannot be broken. We should remember the Golden Rule 
and try to live up to its principle. This is the only way 
that I know to settle the dispute between capital and labor. 
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POST BOXE8 IN STREET CARS. 
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Every Car in Washinaton la to Be a 
Moving Letter Box. 

A plan for converting every street 
car in Washington into a moving let¬ 
ter box has been submitted to the 
first assistant postmaster general from 
the office of the superintendent of free 
delivery. The project was advanced to 
the department by George B. McAllis¬ 
ter of Baltimore, who is the inventor, 
and was referred by Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral Payne to a special commission of 
bis subordinates about October 1st. 
That commission has now completed 
its report and transmitted it to Mr. 
Wynne, who, as first assistant post¬ 
master general, supervises all the fea¬ 
tures of mail delivery and collection. 

By a vote of the commission it is 
proposed that the plan shall first be 
tried ln Washington, where the offi¬ 
cials of the department can observe 
it in practical operation, reports the 
Washington Star. It is thought this 
course may be followed within the 
ensuing six months. 

Mr. McAllister’s device, as manifest¬ 
ed in models submitted to the depart- 
'ment, consists of waterproof drop let¬ 
ter contrivances which nre to be so 
built in the sides of the street cars 
that letters may be readily dropped 
into them while the car are passing 
crossings. The mouths of the recep¬ 
tacles will be perfectly open to admit 
of the free dropping of a letter into 
them and adequate provision will be 
made for preventing rain or snow 
from finding its way into the letter 
compartments. The plan includes the 
transferring of the mail from car lines 
not directly connecting with the post- 
office to one or more lines making this 
connection, and a variety of ingenious 
mechanical arrangements is provided 
for doing this in periods of time rang¬ 
ing from three and four to five and sev¬ 
en seconds.

-It may not be known to many that 
there is a Vegetarian Church, whose 
chief tenet is that men should eat no 
rneut. This church has only one meet¬ 
ing house in America and only forty 
members here. In England it has only 
one meeting bouse, and only seventy- 
five members. And yet it is a church 
nearly 100 years old. Its American 
meeting house is in Philadelphia, and 
its American leader is Rev. Henry 8. 
Clubb, an old-time friend of Horace 
Greeley. 

In 1807 an Englishman, Rev. W. 
Cowherd of Manchester, founded this 
branch of the Bible Christians, and to¬ 
day, after the passage of nearly 100 
years, they nre still existent, and are 
still almost unknown. In their two 
churches—the English one, in Man¬ 
chester, and the American one in 
Philadelphia—it is possible to see little 
children whose fathers and mothers, 
grandfathers and grandmothers, and 
whose great-grandfathers and great- 
graridmotliers never once in their lives 
tiisted meat; little children are as ig¬ 
norant of the taste of meat as ordinary

can conceive of nothing else hut to be 
washed, stnrched and Ironed while you 
wait; magic would have to play a part 
to add anything particularly startling 
to the present way of doing things ln 
model laundries. 

Laundries have suffered from a slight 
pall of misunderstanding with the 
general public. The custom of saying, 
“Oh, yes, everything gets ruined in the 
laundry,” becomes a habit, and is just 
as far from the truth as many other 
sayings which are mere forms of repe¬ 
tition from the mouths of those who 
do not pause to- think, for if they did 
they would realize that they knew noth¬ 
ing about it. More old, decrepit shirts 
and threadbare collars which have seen 
better days are freshened, braced up 
and supplied with a new lease on life 
by their weekly visit to the laundry 
than is ever suspected. If half the at¬ 
tention or care were, given to people’s 
bodies that is put upon their shirts hu¬ 
manity’s ills would be few. 

A minute particularization of the of¬ 
fice of modern laundry machinery—a 
detailed consideration of its methods 
and working powers—might not do as 
much to eradicate this mistaken idea 
as a few facts. 

If the grumbler would pause to take 
In that the shirt on his back has gone 
through twenty-one hands ln the proc¬ 
ess of its washing; that ln three stages 
of this bath it has rested ln the hands 
of a severe inspectress, whose salary 
depends upon her finding any flaws In 
its cleanliness; that the water which 
washed it is far better filtered than the 
water he drinks; and that the soap is 
so simple he could taste it with no 111 
effects, perhaps then he would be pre¬ 
pared for a comprehension of the ways 
of scientific washing, and would have 
respect for laundering as a profession. 

How much science or thought does 
the ordinary general-housework ser¬ 
vant put upon the family washing? 
How many housekeepers have time to 
superintend or bother about their 
weekly washing? Washday is a well- 
established nightmare, to be put out 
of sight and mind as comfortably as 
possible. System is a thing not sup¬ 
posed to reach into the realms below 
the kitchen. 

Doing the weekly washing In an av- 


active machines. It seems that it is 
suffering from an unfortunate christen¬ 
ing. In this case the philosophy of 
there being nothing in a name is in¬ 
clined to be overthrown. One almost 
wonders If the exaggerated ideas of the 
ordinary housewife ns lo the destruc¬ 
tive ability of lauudries might not be 
duo to that dreadful name “mangle.” 
It Is quite shocking to have her clothes 
mangled. She doesn’t attempt to un¬ 
derstand that it means they are care¬ 
fully steamed into smoothness on the 
most comfy of great padded rollers. 
She only knows it doesn’t sound uoce. 

Family washing Is a growing work 
at the laundries. Linen bags, also 
washed weekly, take the clothes to 
and fro. Four cents a pound Is the 
usual rate. All flat pieces, towels, nap¬ 
kins, handkerchiefs, table cloths, bed¬ 
spreads, and sheets are ironed in the 
steam rollers, coming out as white and 
smooth as when new. The other pieces 
are sent home rough dried. The price 
for the usual family washing at this 
rate is about $1 or $1.25. 

The method for receiving and sort¬ 
ing is not tlie least interesting detail in 
these washing concerns. The sorters 
are caged in painted white lattice-work 
apartments. Each piece has a labeled 
receptable ln which it finds Itself after 
leaving the hands of the marker. There 
is no chance for any mistakes. No 
misguided stock, nor tie even, cau 
travel long on the wrong track with¬ 
out failing into the hands of an august 
and severe Inspectress, who quickly 
finds the wrong and sets things right. 
There is always some handwork. Cer¬ 
tain shirt waists are always done by 
hand lroners, professionals who know 
tbeir trade. One laundry girl during 
the hottest weather last summer Ironed 
12 dozen shirt waists a day, making 
$8 or $4 a day. But she was an excep¬ 
tion. Few men could keep that up. 

The average laundry girl makes from 
$3 to $8 a week. They rapidly advance 
ln the work. 

It is an exceedingly interesting in¬ 
dustry. It does not encourage matri¬ 
mony, since it even has menders and 
darners to keep ln condition the clothes 
of poor, helpless bachelors.—Cincin¬ 
nati Enquirer.

THE INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 

CONDITION OE VENEZUELA. 

© WING to Its lack of transportation systems and its average of a revo¬ 
lution every nine months Venezuela is a very backward country. In 
no respect is it developed anywhere near up to its possibilities. The 
principal agricultural industries are the raising of coffee, sugar nnd cocoa. 
The area of the coffee plantations is "estimated at 170,000 hectares nnd the 
product 860,000 bags of 100 Venezuelan pounds. The yield of Venezuelan 
coffee trees is very small. Havre has always been the great market for the 
coffee of Venezuela, but that port has been closed to it for several months 
by a prohibitive tariff. The coffee is now sent to New York and Hamburg. 
This dislocation of the trade and the general crisis prevailing in Venezuela 
have led to a considerable decrease in price. The country consumes about 
200,000 bags of its own coffee. 

Two grades of cacao are found in Venezuela, the native criollo which 
grows wild in the valleys near the sea and the trinltario. Imported from 
Trinidad. The latter is inferor in qualty to the former, but grows more 
rapidly. The most Important criollo plantations are found between La 
Guaira and Puerto Cabello. The cacao crop of Venezuela averages about 
8,000 tons a year. 

Tobacco is cultivated in the warm and temperate regions, being planted 
from August to November and gathered about the month of May. A Ger¬ 
man firm has successfully introduced the famous Cuban tobacco, Vuelta- 
Abajo. 

Rubber trees grow abundantly in Venezuela, especially in the Orinoco 
basin. German, American, French and English companies are exploiting this 
valuable natural product Last year more than 1,000,000 kilograms were ex¬ 
ported. 

Large numbers of bananas are produced for domestic consumption, but 
few are exported. 

Out of 40,462 farms in Venezuela, 11.020 are devoted to the raising of 
sugar cane. In central Venezuela the sugar mills are modern, In other parts 
they are primitive. Almost all the products are consumed in Venezuela. 
Most of the sugar is eaten unrefined, but a small amount is refined for the 
use of the wealthier classes. 

Venezuela has vast forests of tropical woods. 

It ships 50,000 to 60,000 head of cattle to Cuba yearly. 

There is only one packing house in Venezuela. 

Leather making is the chief native industry. 

The cigarette industry, highly protected, is very flourishing. 

Chocolate making is an important industry. 

There are two breweries in Venezuela, and they do a very profitable busi¬ 
ness. 

Venezuela has only one Important telephone company.

It Is only the unrestrained or the irre¬ 
sponsible man who laughs tempestu¬ 
ously often; and, Indeed, as a man 
grows older and gets a wider view of 
the world he laughs, no doubt, less 
loudly. Professor Sully thinks that as 
a nation we have lost some of the mirth 
of our forefathers. If by that he means 
the noisier, self abandoned mirth of 200 
years ago. It is not perhaps to be re¬ 
gretted.
